Signal No. Z.— Two flags hoisted, one at each side of the ship-opening of 
the bridge, indicate that the bridge is about to he opened for the passage of 
vessels. 

Signal No S — A red disc presented to approaching vessels indicates that 
the passage is not clear, or that a vessel ia coming through the opening from 
the opposite direction. Officers in charge ot vessels, on observing this signal, shall 
not attempt the passage, but shall keep clear of the opening so as to allow the 
vessels coming from the opposite diieotion to pass through. 

Signal No. S.— A white disc presented to approaching vessels indicates that 
the passage is clear. Officers in charge of vessels waitmg to make the passage 
may, on observing this signal, prooeed through the opening. 

2 Except at slack water and moderate tides of both ebb and flood, no 
passenger, cargo or other boat shall use the small openings. At all other 
times, the 60-feet and shore openings shall be the only authorized ohannels for 
the passage of boats. No boat of any desoription shall at any time use the 
space provided for the passage of vessels when the same may he open for that 
purpose. 

During strong tides a red flag by day and a red light by night will 
be hoisted on the flagstaff situated near the look-out house on the Howrah 
Bridge, aud wlien this is dolie no flats or cargo boats of lOO tons burden or 
upwards shall be towed or passed thiough any of the openings of the Howrah 
Bridge without the special permission of the Commissioners.]

In the oa-ie of drainage schemes the 
estimates must be submitted in Sanitary Board’s forms Nos. 21 and 22, copies 
of which may be obtained from the office of the Sanitary Engineer, and when 
the scheme has not been prepared in the Board’s Office, they shall be nooom- 
panied by full details of the oaloulations of the sizes and strength of the various 
works, and oompleto mformation as to the prices on which the estimates have 
been framed. 

The Sanitary Board, after examining the pilans, estimates, report and appli- 
cation, shall submit them to the Municipal Department of Government with an 
expreaaion of their opinion on the merits of the scheme as finally drawn up. 


Construction. 

6 'Where the cost of the proj'eoted work is estimated to amount to 
Es. lOjOuO or more, an adequate provision for detailed engineering supervision 
® shall be a condition precedent to the grant of sanction by the Government. 

In the absence of special sanction to the contrary, the local authority shall 
agree to such one of the following conditions as may be considered suitable in 
each case : — 

(<j) that the work shall be earned out by the Public Works Department 
if that Department oan undertake it : in suoh oases an extra charge 
of 16 per cent on the sanotioned estimates shall be made for super- 
vision, unless the case is one of extraordinary difficulty, under 
which oiroumstances a higher charge may be imposed under the 
orders of Government ; or 

(i) that arrangements shall be made with the District Board for the 
carrying out of the work under the supervision of the District 
Engineei and his staff ; or 

(c) that the woik shall be carried out under the supervision of an Engin- 
eer qualified for appomtment as a District Engineer aooording to 
the rules under the Local Self-Government Aot of 1885 (Bengal 
Act III of 1885) specially employed for the purpose ; or 

that the work shall be carried out by a private engineering 6rm of 
established reputation : 


Provided that the local authority shall not advertise for tenders or enter 
into any nan traot or agreement for the exooution of any works m oonnection 
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with sohemea or pads of schemes which have been sanotioaod by Government 
under oonditiona (b), (c) or [d), until the specification and form of tender for 
snob oontraot liave been examined and approved by the Sanitary Engineer No 
tender or contract for any such work shall be accepted until it has been sub- 
mitted to the S initary Board and they have approved the aooeptanoe thereof , 

and furtber provided that when the work is carried out under condition {d)f 
it shall be supervised by an officer appointed for the purpose by the local autho- 
rity with the approval of the Sanitary Board, and shall, while in progress, be 
periodically inspected by the Sanitary Engineer. 

7. Where the estimated cost of works amounts to less than Es. 10,000, the Rsportby 
local authority shall report, for the information of the Oommissioner of the ipuhorUy 
JJivision, the agency by wbioli it is proposed to have the works earned out, and 
shall follow the instructions issued by him m the matter. oi 


Fees. 

^[8. The following fees shall bo leviab’e by the Sanitary Board from local 
authorities for the work specified against each ~ 

(a) a fee of two pe/ c&'d on the estimated cost (excluding cost of suiveys) 

of all piojects and schemes, for which defai'ed estimates and 
drawings are prepaied by the Sanitary Engineer ; 

(b) a fee of one*halt per cent, on the fiist Es 20,000 and one-quarter per . 

cent of the balance, of the estimated cost of schemes and projects, 
the detailed plans and estimates of whioli are examined by the 
Sanitary Engineoi ; 

(c) a fee of two per cent on the estimated cost of the works, when con- 

tiaot diawmgs, specifications and forms of tender are prepared by 
the Sanitary Engineer : 

Provided that when both detailed estimates and diawmgs and contract 
diawings, speoifloations and forms of tender are prepared by the 
Sanitary Engineer, an inclusive fee shall be charged of thiee per 
cent on the estimated coat of the works. 

i[9. When sketch projects are prepared by the Sanitary Engineer, no charge 
will be made for hia services or those of his assistants, Government surveyors, 
draftsmen, and traoeis ; drawing materials and the instruments required for the 
work will aho be pirovided at Government expense. But the looal authoiities 
will be required to render reasonable assistance on the spot in the way of survey 
coolies, supply of suivey pegs, fi.xing bench marks, etc., and to pay the actual 
cost of the same They will also be expected in each case to provide a suitable 
office properly furnished for the use of the surveyors and draftsmen.]

Rules for the Management op Water- Works under the Supervision 
OF THE Government of Bengal. 

1. The management of the water-supply system of any Municipality 
shall, if the Commissioners at a meeting so decide, be vested in a Managing 
Committee, to be called the Water-Works Committee, consisting of the District 
Magistrate, the Civil Surgeon,^ the Executive Engineer (or if there is no 
Executive Engineer, then the District Engineer), together with the Chairman 
of the Municipality, and two other members to be elected from among their 
own body by the Municipal Commissioners ; 

Provided that in the case of Joint-Committees constituted under section 30 
of Bengal Act III of 1886 (the Bengal Local Self-Government Act), one 
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member -will be elected by the Dietriot Board and one by the Municipal 
OommiBsionei’s. 

2. The Water-Works Committee (hereafter called the Committee) shall act 
as the agents ot the Municipal Oommissioneis, or Joint Committee as the case 
may be, in all matters relating to the administration of the water supply of the 
Municipality, and shall for this purpose exercise all the powers vested m the 
Municipal OommiEsioners by the Bengal Municipal Act, III of 1884, provided 
thiit the Committee do not act in opposition to or in contravention of any 
order passed by the Commissioners at a meeting, and do not exercise any 
power which is diiected by the law to be exercised by the Commissioners at a 
meeting : 

Provided also that all orders or processes of a compulsory nature shall be 
issued under the authoiity and signatuie ot the Chairman of the Municipality, 
or of the Vice-Chairman under authority delegated to him by the Ohairmnn 
under section 45 of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1884. 

3. The Committee ^[of which three members shall form a quorum] shall 
meet at least once a month, and shall sorutinize the aocounts, the copies of all 
statements submitted to the Sanitary Engineer during the preceding month, 
and inquire into all matters connected with the water-supply of the Munici- 
pality. 'Jhejc shall examine and pass the monthly accounts, and shall keep a 
minute hook in which their proceedings shall be reooided, 

4. The Committee shall be responsible for the proper application of 
the water-supply funds. It shall be their duty to bring to the notice of the 
Municipal Commissioners any instances in which the water-rates are irregularly 
ooilooted or are insufiSoient for carrying out the purposes of Part VII of 
Act III of 1884 (the Bengal Municipal Act). 

5. The Committee shall frame the annual budget of income and expendi- ’ 
ture on account of the water-works and shall submit it to the Sanitary 
Engineer for any remarks he may consider neosssary. The budget as framed 
together with the Sanitary Engineer’s remaiks, shall be forwarded by the 
Committee to the Chairman of the Municipality for incorporation in the 
Municipal budget. 

6. The Chairman of the Municipality shall, at the end of each month, 
prepare a statement of the aocounts of the Water-supply funds, vihioh he shall 
submit to the Committee, at their next meeting. 

7. I he Sanitary Engineer shall scrutinize the expenditure and accounts 
of the Committee and shall call their attention to any irregularity or other 
circumstance which, in his opinion, deserves notice. The Committee shall be 
bound to consider all oommunioations from the Sanitary Engineer and afford 
him full information. In all professional matters the Oomraittee shall be guided 
by the advice of the Sanitary Engineer, but if any difference of opinion on 
general questions arises between him and the Committee, a reference shall be 
made to the Sanitaiy Board. 

8. The Sanitary Engineer, Bengal, shall exercise complete professional 
control over the Superintendent of the Pumping Station 

9. The Sanitary Engineei will visit the water-works not less than once a 
year and submit a leport thereon to the Sanitary Boaid. The Committee shall

APPENDIX B 


IlUI.ES FOR WORKIMG FILTER-BEDS OF WATF.R-VVORKS IN BeNGAL, 

{Revised by order of tne Samiarj/ Board, Bengal, 26ih May, 1896). 

1. The depth of water above the surface of the sand in a filtr-bed should 
never be allowed to exceed two feet; care should be taken to alwaj's maintain 
this depth of water as long as filtiation 13 in progress, and for this purpose 
gauges should be painted on the side walls of the filter-beds 
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2. The water colleotmg m the drains of a filter-bed is usually discharged 
into a small masonry well) called the outlet-well, from whence it passes through 

a sluice into the 
dear-water reser- 
voir ; the differ- 
ence of level 
between the sur- 
face of the water 
lu the filter-bed 
nnd that in the 
outlet- well IS 
called the nitra- 
tion head, the 
rough sketch in 
the margin ex- 
plains this oleuily.

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should not under ordinary circumstances exceed six inchei, but in oases of 
emergency it may be allowed to reaoh as much as twelve inches Full 
reasons for allowing the filtration head to exoued six inches should be recorded 
in the filter-bed log-book. 

3 The interiors of outlet-wells should be painted white, and gauges should 
be painted on the side walls, so that the filtration head may be acoiirately 
recoided. 


4. Readings of all gauges should be taken every two hours while the filters 
are at work, and leoorded carefully in the log-book (8auitnry Engineer’s Form 
No. 6) or in any other form approved by the Sanitaiy Engineer 

5. Filter-beds should not be woiked continuously, but the siiifaoo of tlie 
filtering material should be exposed to the air fos at least eight houia oul, of 
the twenty -four, so as to enable the air (o penetrate and so oxidize any organic 
matter deposited in the inteistices of the filtering material by the uutiltered 
water. Filter-beds should, piefeiably, bo lun dry at night time only. 

6. Filter-beds should not be charged from below or by admitting water 
upwards on to the surface of the sand When a filter-bed is to be brought mto 
work, the outlet valve should he kept closed until the depth of water on Lop of 
the sand remains at tke limit prescribed in rule 1, i.e., two feet, oare should be 
taken not to disturb the surface of the sand by admitting water too rapidly at 
first, 

7. Sand that has been soraped from the surface of filter-beds should be 
left exposed to the air for six or seven days before it is washed and replaced m 
the filter-beds. 

8. The fine sand in a filter-bed should never be reduced by scraping to a 
less depth than 12 inches. When sand washers aie available, the flue sand 
should be brought up to its correct thickness aCtei every third scraping, so that 
the rate of flow thioiigh the filtering material may be kept as uniform as 
possible. 

9 The filtering material and biick drams shouM be entirely removed from 
the filter basin once every four years The pebbles or broken stone, and the 
coarse sand may be replaced, pr<'Vided they have been thoroughly ^.xposed to

Licensing and regulation op breweries, 

Premtaes and hcense. 

1. (J) Every brewer for sale, before he begins to brew, must deliver to 

the Commissioner of Excise, through the District Officer, a description, in 
writing, signed by _ himself, of all premises, rooms, places and vessels intended 
to be used in his business, specifying the purpose for which each is to be used, 
and the distinguishing mark of each. On the outside of the door of every room 
and place in which the business is carried on, and on some conspicuous pait of 
each of the aforesaid vessels, there must be legibly painted in oil colour the name 
of the Vessel, •utensil, room or plaoe acoording to the purpose fur which it is 
intended to be used. If more than ope vessel is used for the same purpose, each 
must be distinguished by a progressive numbor, 

(2) Befori the license to brew is granted an Excise officer authorized by 
• the Commissioner will inspect the premises, etc,, oompare the same with the 
partioulars stated in the aforesaid written description, and certify accordingly. 
The license will be gianteft by the Coyector with the sanction of the Commis- 
sioner of Excise, if the description be found satisfactory and the applicant be 
considered a fit person to receive a license. 


Vessels. 

2. Mash tuns, underhaoks, wort receivers, ooppera and collecting and 
fermenting vessels must be so placed and fixed that the contents can be 
accurately gauged or measured. 

3. (i) 'I'he name and number of each vessel must be legibly painted in 
oil colour on some conspicuous part thereof, aooordmg to the purpose for whioh 
it is intended to be used. 

{2) The brewer must not alter the shape, ppsition or oapaoify of any vessel 
without giving two days' previous notice m writing to the Excise officer. 


'' Brewing book, 

4. Excise officer authorized by the Commissioner will deliver to every 
brew« a tTook in which the brewer must enter in the proper columns at least 
twenty-four hours before beginning to mash any malt, etc., or to dissolve any 
sugar, the day hour of brewing with the date of making the entry, and at 
least two hours before the time entered for mashing or dissolving, he must enter 
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separately the quantity of malt and nnmiilted oorn, rioe, rioo grits, flaked rioe, 
maize grits, flaked maize and other similar preparations and of sugar to be used 
and the liour when all the worts will be drawn ofE the gritins in the mash tun. 

6. The brewer shall also enSei;,ia the same hipok the quantity and speoiflo 
gravity before fermentation of the woits collected, the number and description 
of the vo'isel or vessels in which the worts were colleoted and the date and hour 
when the entry is made. Such entry must be made within one hour after the 
collection has been completed. 

6. The brewer must enter the true original gravity of the worts, and ho 
must keep the book on the premises entered*in the desonption referred to in 
rule 1 at all times accessible to the oEBcer and leady for his inspeotion. 

7. The brewing book is the property of the Government 

8. The brewer must not oanoel, obliterate or alter any entry or make an 
entry which is untrue in any particular. 


Mode of working. 

9. All worts shall be removed successively and in the customary order of 

brewing to the underbaok, coppers, coolers and oolleotmg or fermenting vessels, 
and shall not be removed from tne last-named vessels, until an account shall 
have been taken by the otEoer, or until after* the expiration of twelve Iiours from 
the time at which the worts ore collected. » * 

10. All the produce of a brewing mpst be colleoted in the oolleoting or 
fermenting vesselg within twelve’hours from the time when the wort shall have 
commenced running into the oolleoting or fermenting vessel * 

11. The total produce of a brewing shall be kept separate from thd 
produce of any other brewing for sixteen hours, unless an nooount of such total 
produce has been taken by the officer. . 

12. No produce of any brewing must be mixed with that of any other 
brewing except in the store vats oi casks unless the brewer has given previous 
notice in writing in the brewing hook, and specifies in writing the quantity apd 
gravity of the worts when mixed, ’ 


Scales and weights. 

13. Every brewer must provide and maintain just scales and weights and 
render assistance to any inspecting officer in taking account. 


Wastage, 


14. An allowance of ten per eent. shall be made from the monthly total of 
the charges on account di wastage. 


Allowance for sour or spoilt beer. 

16. Written application must be made to the Oolleotor for an allowance for 
sour or spoilt beer. 
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16. There must he satisfaofcorj eTidenoe to enable the Oolleotor to decide 

whether the beer can be identified with its proper brewing, subjeot to the follow- 
ing rules. If he la satisfied on this point he will sanction the destruction of the 
beer in an officer’s presence. » - " 

17. The brewer must sign a declaration that the beer was brewed by him 
and had never left his premises, and that no part of it consists of “ bottoms ” 
or “ returns ” from vendors or other onstomers. 

18. Representative jamples must be taken and»sent to such laboratory as 
the Commissioner may decide upon. 

19. The officer must state the means by which he cheeked the bulk 
quantity, and after samples have been taken as aforesaid he must witness the 
destruction of the beer and record a note of the fact m the brewing book. 

20. On receipt of a satisfaotory report from the laboratory, the brewer may 
he credited with the proper amount of duty. 


Materiale. 

21. The Commissioner may prohibit the use of any material in the manu- 
facture of beer which is, in his opinion, of a deleterious nature. 

22. The Excise officer or any ^speoting offlicer may take, without payment, 
for the purpose' of analysis, samples oi^any beer or material used in the manu- 
facture thereof.
